A complete list of traffic vio- 
lators has been compiled and is- 
sued to each campus policeman 
said Harry Veale, captain. Each 
person on the list has at least 
one warning ticket, but Veale

The purpose of the list is to 
eliminate the giving of move than 
one warning, as experience has 
shown that one warning will suf- 
fice for most people, but that 
more than one has little effect. 

A total of 752 warnings and 
citations have been given to 603 
people, This list includes only 
those people who are currently 
connected with the college. All 
others have been removed from 
the files. Each citation costs 
$2.50 and must be paid at the 
city police court. 

A close check is being made 
each day on the Faculty Staff 
lot to determine how muciy it is 
being used. The records show 
that no more than 45 spaces have 
been taken up at any o1.e time. 
There are approximately 60 
spaces reserved.

A few weeks ago freshman representative Bill Mapes 
asked the Student Council why the faculty had an empty 


parking lot. 

He received his answer in the form of an assignment 
from ASSSC president Nason Hall. He was asked to find 
out who ad authorized the special lot east of the physics 
building and why. 

Since that first assignment, Mapes has questioned 2 
number of authorities on the campus and watched the lot 
very closely. He reported to the Council that the lot had 
been authorized by President West's office for the con- 
venience of the faculty who must frequently leave the 
eampus and return for numerous reasons, and who often 
transport equipment to and from the college. 

He also reported that the lot has been getting fuller 
each week since he began his observances, and that it is 
pow only 15 to 25 per cent vacant. 

It seems evident, however, that these reports by Mapes 
have brought forth a number of items that should not be 
overlooked by those in charge of the college parking 

One: the faculty parking lot may be larger than the 
necessity. 

Two: a policy statement should be issued on 
parking lots by the administration for the present and the 
future. 

Three: there may be some students on the campus who 
are just as deserving of a special parking space or jot as the 
one reserved for the faculty. 

Four: that since the freshmen brought the subject to 
the attention of the Student Council, they must be more 
concerned about the particular parking problem. And, 
therefore, since they are the youngest group on campus 
and SHOULD have respect for their elder’s age and patience 
in parking, that they be given those parking spots farthest 
from the classrooms. This would undoubtedly solve the 
parking problem for faculty, freshmen and the rest of the 
college, and at the same time it would use up the added 
energy these 1958 graduates use to find such frustrating 
problems,

Paradoxical Period 


December 7, 1941 to December 7, 1954: thirteen years 
which might well he called one of the most paradoxical 
periods in the history of the world. 

It has seen allies become enemies and enemies become 
allies; it opened the atomic age upon the world before we 
were ready for it; it saw the destruction of one menace to 
humanity further the ends of another. Adding to the para- 
dox is the probability that it would have taken a peaceful 
course of events many years to accomplish these things 
which violence has done in just thirteen years. And it is 
of no comfort that the end is not yet in sight. 

This then has been an accelerated era, crowded with 
events leading one to the other. As it stands now, stalemate 
describes many of the worki’s problems. Germany and 
Austria are still divided with no peace treaties likely to 
come for quite some time; international control of atomic 
energy is far from imminent; there has been no solution of 
the Korean problem; the Arab-Israel question stil remaine 
troublesome. 

If we were to weight progress made since the war, the 
results would be highly doubtful at best. Surely there was 
not much gained by the war in the long run. War is not a 


step forward, it is a step backwards. 
Then, has there been any progress since December 7, 


1941? Let us hope that that question has yet to be 
answered. For if answered now, we face a grim future

Ali of 
these qualifications call for participation in slightly less than half 
of the contests. This does appear to be a bit low, but it is, at least, 
clear and should eliminate any misunderstandings.

The free substitution rule was killed two years ago at the insist- 
ance of the small colleges, who claimed that they were unable to 
obtain the players to field two teams 

Now it appears that many of the small colleges dislike their 
baby. The Michigan Intercollegiate Athletic Association, for one, 
has begun a drive to end the single platoon system. 

That group contends that small colleges are taking a physical 
beating due to having to leave their few stars in the game at all 
tunes, Larger | they contend, can run fresh players in and 
out at will and slill have plenty of material to go around 

Many of the injuries which beset the Hornets this season may 
have been averted had freer substitution been allowed. 
on the other hand, don’t like the limited substi- 
tution rule either. It seems to cramp their style. The cash custo- 
mers that put major colleges high in the blue chips are beginning to 
turn to professional football that still uses the two platoon system
